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EIGHTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 
FOR THE DEAF 


Columbia Institution for the Deaf, 

Kendall Green, 

Washington, D. C., August 31,1937. 

Sir: During the fiscal year July 1, 1936, through June 30, 1937, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the insti¬ 
tution, known as Gallaudet College, 87 men and 54 women, a total of 
141, representing 38 states, and Canada. This is a decrease of 4 as 
compared with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department known as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 38 boys and 36 girls, a total of 74. 
This is an increase of 5 as compared with the preceding year. Of the 
total in this department 69 were admitted as beneficiaries of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 42 males and 28 females-, dis¬ 
charged, 35 males and 18 females. 

HEALTH 

During the year the pupils and students of the institution were partic¬ 
ularly free from contagious diseases. No serious cases occurred what 
ever, and only a few of the younger children suffered from mild attacks 
cf chicken pox. However, there were three serious surgical cases, all 
requiring appendectomy. All of these cases recovered. A fourth case 
of injury caused by an automobile accident, requiring operative mea¬ 
sures, wa3 treated successfully. During the year, one student died at 
home from Bright’s disease. 

Bacteriological examination of milk produced by our dairy has been 
carried on throughout the year through the kindness of the United 
States Naval Hospital. 
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Inoculations against diphtheria, typhoid, and scarlet fever were 
given as usual. 

Playground apparatus of various types was constantly in use by the 
children of the Kendall School and a successful basketball team main¬ 
tained among the boys of this department. The college men and women 
took part in intramural and inter-collegiate sports, consisting of arch¬ 
ery, swimming, diamond ball, basketball, football, wrestling, track, 
and other minor sports. As usual every student was required, unless 
excused for some particular reason, to have regular physical training. 

COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 

Owing to a rather small demand for architectural drawing, courses 
in this subject were omitted for one year but will be taken up again 
in the coming year. A course in World Literature and a course in 
Educational Psychology were continued and an additional course 
offered in the Principles of Teaching. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION 

No further progress has been made during the year in the building 
program for the institution. There is still the very pressing need for 
a memorial building to house library, printing office, new laboratories, 
lecitation rooms, and an exhibition room. Provision has been made 
for a small addition to the power house and improvements in lighting 
and heating during the coming year. Additions to the old laboratory 
building, extension of the present gymnasium, separate units for hous¬ 
ing and instruction of pupils of the Kendall School, and an additional 
cottage for the use of an instructor should be carried out to place the 
institution in a condition to meet its needs in the near future. About 
$60,000 is on hand in gifts, mostly from deaf students and friends of 
the institution, which is to be applied toward our most pressing need, 
a memorial building to be erected in honor of Edward Miner Gallaudet, 
for many years our President. It is hoped that the necessary additional 
funds may be appropriated by Congress in the near future. 

While the growth of the institution has been slow since the last new 
building was constructed in 1918, there has been an approximate in¬ 
crease of forty per cent among the pupils of the primary department 
and twenty-five per cent among the students of the advanced depart¬ 
ment. 
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Better fire protection should be provided for the institution by the 
laying of larger mains and installation of modern fire hydrants. 

The salaries of all employees of the institution are below the stand¬ 
ard of governmental compensation in comparable positions and an 
addition of at least $5,000 annually for increases in salaries is badly 
needed. 

RESEARCH WORK 

A special grant of funds was given the institution by the National 
Research Council for investigation into the subject of the simplest and 
most desirable means of communication between teacher and pupil. 
Work in this line is being carried on by Prof. Sam B. Craig and should 
be finished during the coming year. 

Prof. Irving S. Fusfeld has been able to do some work during the 
year on the subject of the vocabulary and language use of the deaf 
compared with that of hearing children. 

However, with many problems of importance in the education of 
the deaf needing research work, there is need for the continuous serv¬ 
ices in our institution of a special research worker provided with a 
reasonable salary. There is no better field for such work than our in¬ 
stitution, whose pupilage covers ages from six to twenty-six and stu¬ 
dents from almost every part of the United States. It has been urged 
by the heads of schools for the deaf and organizations for the deaf 
throughout the country that such an arrangement be made in our in¬ 
stitution. 

MEETING OF THE CONVENTION OF AMERICAN 
INSTRUCTORS OF THE DEAF 

; A meeting of the Convention of American Instructors of the Deaf, at 
which some dozen of our instructors were present, was held under the 
auspices of Columbia University June 2d to 25. Demonstrations of 
the latest means of teaching the deaf, including use of amplifying in¬ 
struments, were given, and many valuable addresses and papers pre¬ 
sented. Taking part in the program of the meeting were Profs. Sam 
B. Craig, Hazel T. Craig, and the President of the institution. 

A special meeting of the Conference of Executives of American 
Schools for the Deaf was also held. The President of the institution 
es chairman of the executive committee prepared a report of work ac¬ 
complished during the year.
